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LOWER LIGHT RATES 

The Southern California Edison Com¬ 
pany hiie just tiled with the Railroad 
Commission n revised schedule reduc¬ 
ing the rates for electric service cover¬ 
ing practically the entire southern part 
of the slate. This reduction in the 
rates Is the result of several,weeks of 
negotiation between representatives ofr 
the Edison Company and the Haiiroad 
Commission. About a year ago the 
company put into effect throughout the 
southern part of the state a maximum 
lighting rate of 8 cents per kilowatt 
hour. The rate theretofore had aver¬ 
aged between 9 cents and 10 cents per 
kilowatt hour. The effect of the reduc¬ 
tion of 8 cents per kilowatt hour 
amounted to a saving to tile consumers 
of c'ectric energy in the southern part 
of the state of approximately $240,000 
per year. 

Further negotiations have secured a 
second reduction in power rates. The 
new schedule of rates Just liled by the 
Southern California Edison Company 
provides for a maximum lighting rate 
of 7 cents tier kilowatt hour. This new 
schedule is to go into effect on March 
1, 1014. This reduced rate will result 
in an immediate saving to the patrons 
of, the company of at least $120,000 per 
year, and it is estimated that the ulti¬ 
mate effect of tills reduction will result 
in a general saving to the patrons of 
electricity in the southern part of the 
state of at least $200,000 per year. 

The benefit of this reduction will bo 
felt chiefly in Los Angeles, San Ber¬ 
nardino, Riverside and Orange Coun¬ 
ties. The rates will be applied In prac¬ 
tically every community within these 
four counties, Including, as well, the 
larger cities, such ns Long Bench, Po¬ 
mona, Claremont, Lords burg, Mon¬ 
rovia. - Sierra Madrc. Whittier, Santa 
Monica. Venice, Saivtellc, Redondo 
Bench, Hcrmosa Bench, Inglewood,* 
Redlands. Chino, Santa Ana, Orange 
and Fullerton. 

In certain cities such ns South Pasa¬ 
dena. Alhambra and Los Angeles, or¬ 
dinances hnve been passed prescribing 
the actual rates at which electric en¬ 
ergy shall he supplied within those 
cities. The reduced rate obtained 
through the negotiation of the railroad 
Commission will not apply in the cities 
which have fixed definite rates by or¬ 
dinance. The reduced rate will, how¬ 
ever. apply in those cities which have 
fixed only maximum rates. It is un¬ 
derstood that the Edison Company will 
put into effect in such cities the re¬ 
duced rate of 7 cents per kilowatt hour, 
the people of Southern California will 
obtain the benefit of one of the most 
sweeping reductions in rates which has 
been effected since t hoRnilrond Com¬ 
mission wns organized.

COUNTY TAX COLLECTION 

Writing to the Alhambra Advocate 
Secretary Simmons of the San Gabriel 
Valley Inter-City Commission says of 
the assessment and collection of city 
taxes by the county: 

When any city expresses Its desire 
through the action of its board of 
trustees, the county will collect and 
assess the municipal taxes at the rate 
set by the trustees and charge for this 
service 1 per cent on the first $25,000 
taxes collected and % of 1 per cent 
on all taxes collected above this am¬ 
ount. There are two great advantages 
in this plan, namely, economy and 
uniformity. No small city can hope to 
approach such a low' expense as this 
in the administration of its assessment 
and tax collection, 2 to 5 per cent being 
a frequent estimate for this service. 
Further, as pointed out in your article, 
it Is highly valuable to have different 
cities assessed at the same ratio 
throughout the county. 

These and other advantages have 
been so clear that ten cities in this 
county alone have already adopted this 
means of assessment and collection of 
taxes, to-wlt: Claremont, Glendora, 
Hcrmosa Beach, Inglewood, Lords- 
burg, San Fernando, South Pasadena, 
Tropico, Vernon and Watts. 


SHOULD STATE 
HAVE CONTROL 
OVER UTILITIES 


(Pasadena Daily News) 

Congress Is to be requested to* pass 
a special act closing the Arroyo Seen 
to the public. This action will prob- 
nbly be taken tomorrow morning by 
the city commission as a result of an 
investigation which health officer Dr. 
Stanley P. Black has made. He has 
sent a communication to the commis¬ 
sion recommending the closing of that 
part of the canyon frequented by pic¬ 
nickers and campers, and states that 
there is a great danger of contamina¬ 
tion of the water supply and an epi¬ 
demic unless the matter Is taken in 
hand. Dr. Black’s letter to the com¬ 
mission is as follows: 

“In view of the fact that the water 
obtained by tin- water department of 
the city from the Arroyo Seco is in 
constant danger of contamination as a 
result of the use of land in the govern¬ 
ment forest reserve north of the city 
and along the Arroyo by campers, pic¬ 
nickers and those using government 
land under leases or permits, and that 
the danger to water users of the city 
from such contamination is increasing 
and may result in a serious epidemic, 
I would respectfully urge your honor¬ 
able body to memorallzc congress to 
pass a special act closing to the pub¬ 
lic that portion of the Angeles nation¬ 
al forest reserve contributing to the 
water supply of the Arroyo Seco, for 
camping, picnicking, dwelling or any' 
purpose that will result, or tend to re¬ 
sult, in the contamination of such wat¬ 
er supply." 

Commissioner Loughery of the pub¬ 
lic safety department, stated today 
that the commission would undoubt¬ 
edly take action on the health officer’s 
recommendation tomorrow and send a 
eom muni cat ion to United States Sen¬ 
ator Works and Congressman Bell 
urging them to prepare the act and 
introduce it in the senate and house 
of representatives during the present 
session of congress, so that it will be¬ 
come effective and be in force before 
the summer season opens and camp¬ 
ing and picnic parties enter the Ar¬ 
royo. 

“There is no doubt that the section 
of the Arroyo in the Pasadena water¬ 
shed should be closed and campers 
and picnickers excluded," said Com¬ 
missioner Loughery ir. commenting on 
IJr. Rlack's recommendations, “espec¬ 
ially as the city is constantly devel¬ 
oping its water supply. We cannot 
afford to take any chances with hav¬ 
ing the water contaminated and hav¬ 
ing an epidemic of ty'phoid fever. Dr. 
Black has inspected the Arroyo camps 
and is thoroughly acquainted with the 
situation and if he did not think it was 
serious and there was danger in the 
presence of camping parties, he would 
never have taken this action." 

Last summer the estimated popula¬ 
tion of the Arroyo was five hundred. 


Government Teete Show HowTo Avoid 
Loes in tho Froet Districts. 

“Lemons which have been frosted 
should be thftwed - gradually as the in¬ 
jury then will lie much less than if the 
fruit Is allowed to remain where it will 
thaw out rapidly.” This is the conclu¬ 
sion which has been reached by the 
experts of the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture as a result of tests made in South¬ 
ern California immediately following 
the frost of January fith last year. 

Citrus growers in districts where 
frosts are frequent have often noticed 
that there was less damage to their 
lemon crop when a cloudy morning 
followed a frost than when the sun 
came out bright nnd warm. In the de¬ 
partment's experiments on the cooling 
of fruit previous lo shipment, no ap¬ 
parent damage was done to lemons 
even when the temperature of tho cars 
went considerably below 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The specialists of the Bu¬ 
reau of Chemistry at the Citrus By¬ 
products Laboratory in Los Angeles, in 
co-operation with the Ia-mon Associa¬ 
tion of San Dimas, California, finally 
put to a praetlra\ tost the theory that 
such pnrt of the crop from a frosted 
grove as can be picked soon enough 
and stored in a properly cooled ware¬ 
house can be saved. 

Following the severe frost of last 
January, a number of boxes of frosted 
lemons from a grove near the San 
Dimas packing house were gathered 
and stored in a room where the tem¬ 
perature was between 45 and 50 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit. Samples of this 
fruit were compared eaoh week for 
several months with unfrozen lemons 
•Stored under the same conditions for 
the same lengtli of time and with fruit 
which had been left on tho trees in the 
frosted grove. In appearance, taste, 
weight, acidity and quantity of juice, a 
largo proportion of the frosted lemons' 
which were picked and stored where 
they thawed gradually compared well 
with the unfrozen fruit. That which 
wns left on the trees lost Juice rapidly 
and decreased in specific gravity and 
general appearance due to nn ever in¬ 
creasing thickness of the skin and to 
puffy hollow centers.

Reports of the various officers and 
heads of (he auxiliary organizations 
showed tile past year had been a pros¬ 
perous one.

Herewith are presented extracts from 
a paper by W. J. Locke, asistant sec¬ 
retary of the League of California Mu¬ 
nicipalities, published in tho current 
issue of “Pacific Municipalities.” In it 
Mr. Locke discusses the matter of plac¬ 
ing control of all public utilities in tho 
hands of the state railroad commission. 

Unless the voters of an Incorporated 
city so order it the control of utilities 
cannot be placed with the state com¬ 
mission. If till; city retains control it 
must fight its own battles. The ques¬ 
tion is a big and vital one and is well 
worth study. In view of the fact that 
it may seem advisable to submit the 
proposition to the voters of Sierra Ma- 
dre at the April election the article is 
of timely .interest. Mr. Locke says in 
part: 

One of the first things which should 
be done in considering this matter is an 
examination of the question from the 
standpoint of practicability. As you are 
undoubtedly aware, fixing of rates can¬ 
not be done in an arbitrary manner. 
The law requires that they be based on 
the valuation of the plant or that por¬ 
tion of yie plant which is used to sup¬ 
ply the municipality. To be sure, there 
are those who contend that the bur¬ 
den is on the corporation under any 
circumstances to show the unreason¬ 
ableness of any rates established, not¬ 
withstanding the fact that they may 
have been fixed in any arbitrary man¬ 
ner, but such an idea appears to me to 
lie clearly contrary to both the spirit 
and intent of the law; for although 
the authority to regulate rates is re¬ 
posed ip the municipality, the law de¬ 
clares nevertheless that the amount 
of capital invested must form the basis 
of their establishment.

while Saturday's, Sundays and holi¬ 
days from May un*ll November, the 
number varied from one to three thou¬ 
sand persons. When Dr. Black made 
his investigation last summer he re¬ 
ported that sanitary conditions ought 
to he improved or the canyon closed. 
Permanent campers in the canyon 
agreed to assist the city in bettering 
the situation. The Arroyo Seco Im¬ 
provement Association posted signs 
warning persons from polluting the 
water. The government aided to the 
extent of erecting foot bridge over the 
stream and changed the wagon road 
so as to eliminate the fording of the 
stream to a great extent. Despite 
these precautions. Dr. Black believes 
the presence of campers in the water 
shed is a menace, as the Arroyo is 
trowing in popularity each year as a 
camping ground and the danger of 
contaminating the water is increased. 

City Engineer Smith will be asked 
to prepare a map of the Arroyo show¬ 
ing the section that the commission 
wishes closed. It will accompany' the 
letter to Senator Works and Congress¬ 
man Beil. Commissioner Salisbury 
believes that the Arroyo should have 
been c losed long ago before so many 
cabins and improvements were made. 


are excessive 
and unbearable, or should they refuse 
to accept the estimated valuation of a 
plant as reported by the company, a 
resort to the courts invariably means 
a long drawn-out contest, in which 
the expenses involved usually amount 
to very much more in the aggregate 
than the amount which might have 
been saved by the reduced rates for 
years to come. In the first place there 
is the expense of the expert engineer 
who must be employed to make a 
valuation of the company's plant. His 
compensation ofttimes amounts to 
$5000 or more for a mere investigation 
and report, and when a comparatively 
small city is involved. After securing 
the expert’s report and valuation, and 
making a reasonable allowance for re¬ 
pairs and depreciation, it becomes nec¬ 
essary to determine what would be a 
fair rate of interest to allow on the 
capital invested. This is

NEW REGISTER VITAL 


BRUSH FIRES AND WATER 

The direct relation of brush fires to 
water supply is the subject of n prac¬ 
tical experiment undertaken by Super¬ 
visor Charlton of the Angeles National 
Forest. 

"This experiment," said Mr. Charl¬ 
ton, "Is being carried out in Waterman 
Canyon, east of Los Angeles. In 1911 
the brush In the canyon was complete¬ 
ly destroyed. We are now measuring 
the preelpltntlon and the tlow of the 
stream. We have done this for two 
years. It will require about eight years 
more for Nature to replace the brush 
as It wns, and by that time we will 
have exact figures to show just what 
the comparative effects during this 
time the brush has on the water sup¬ 
ply and regularity of stream flow. It 
has been claimed that brush fires do no 
damage to a watershed. This test will 
show exactly tiow much damngo is 
done, in terms of stream flow." 


Changes in Election Laws Make 
Prompt Registration of 
Great Importance 


Attention has been called to some 
changes in the Election Laws which 
will he of Interest to those living in 
cities which hnve elections In April or 
May of this year. 

Hitherto the old great register has 
been used at all municipal elections 
held prior to the general state election 
In November. This is now changed. 
For all elections held after April 1st 
this year, it wii! lie necessary to have 
registered after January 1, 1914, and 
at least thirty days before election. 
(See sections 1094, 1120 and 1121 of the 
Political Code ns amended in 1913:) 

Cities of the sixth class have their 
municipal elections on Monday. April 
13th. To vote at that time it will be 
necessary for electors to have register¬ 
ed between January 1st nnd March 
14th of this year. 

After April 1st, only those who have 
registered this year will lie qualified 
to sign Initiative or nominating peti¬ 
tions. and there Is some doubt ns to 
whether any are now qualified to sign 
such petitions unless they have regis¬ 
tered since January 1st. It Is. therefore. 
\ltnlly important that all good citi¬ 
zens register at once. 

Another point of Importance Is that 
all who register must be aide to rend 
the Constitution in English unless they 
arc prevented by some physical disa¬ 
bility, or were actually voters In Cali¬ 
fornia on November fl, 1894. or wore 
past sixty years of age on that date. 

Inability to rend the Constitution In 
English has" been made a ground of 
challenge, nnd In case anyone offering, 
to votf Is challenged nn this ground, 
the election board must require them 
there and 'then to rend any one hun¬ 
dred words of the Constitution select¬ 
ed by the election Judges. (See Politl- 
eal Code, sections 123(1 nnd 1235). 


a matter 

which is subject to a wide difference 
of opinion. Not so very long ago, a 
public utility company complained that 
certain new rates would only allow 
a return of between 4 and 5 per cent 
interest on the investment. The courts, 
however, l.eld that it was not unreas¬ 
onable, but they have held in other 
cases that 7 per cent interest was a 
reasonable return. This variance be¬ 
tween municipalities as to what con¬ 
stitutes a reasonable rate of interest is 
one of the strongest arguments in 
favor of state regulation. For instance, 
two cities may be served by the same 
company. In one case the city council 
may determine five per cent to be a 
reasonable return, while the other may 
allow seven per cent. This is not fair 
either to the city or the corporation: 
besides, one city will receive nn unjust 
advantage at the expense of the other. 

Bluff Won’t Work 

After a city council has gone through 
the procedure outlined, it is more than 
likely that the public utility company 
will refuse to accept the rates fixed by 
tho council. Thereupon a suit will be 
filed against the city and a temporary 
injunction secured restraining the col¬ 
lection of the rates. At this juncture 
the average town officials foreseeing 
nothing but litigation and increasing 
expenditures ahead, generally drop tho 
ease. For in entering into a contest 
of this kind the municipality is sure of 
one tiling only, and that is the expense. 
The possibility of eventually obtaining 
a favorable decision Is uncertain, to 
say the least, hut even if the city bo 
successful in the end. it is safe to wag¬ 
er that the expenses entailed will swal¬ 
low up many years of the savings re¬ 
sulting from lower rates. 

If this be a true picture of the situa¬ 
tion, nnd from my understanding it Is. 
why should cities nnd towns retain 
their rate fixing powers when the state 
commission is willing to undertake and 
perform the service for them free of 
all expense? 

Commission Well Equipped 

It must he apparent that the regula¬ 
tion of public utilities Is n complicated 
problem requiring comprehensive legis¬ 
lative authority, ample facilities for In¬ 
vestigation and the application of ex¬ 
perienced judgment. The history of 
public utilities and the attempts to 
regulate this form of business Indicate 
that the supervisory function can best 
be exercised through a state commis¬ 
sion having authority over all public

There are enough signatures 
to put the abolition of the death pen¬ 
alty on the ballot, hut. the legality of 
theso names la not yet decided. 

Tho referendum measures to go on 
the ballot are the redllght abatement 
apd Injunction law, the blue sky law, 
the non-sale of fish and game and the 
water commission act. 

By the extension of time for filing 
supplementary petitions It seems likely 
that the nntt-prlse tight Initiative 
measure will also be voted upon.

(Continued from Page /) 
service corporations. Such a commis¬ 
sion should be provided with technical 
assistance of an engineering, account¬ 
ing and statistical character. It should 
be enabled to prescribe the standard of 
service to be supplied in every city, to 
appraise the plants of such corpora¬ 
tions, to ascertain the value of the 
properties devoted to the public use, 
to analyze the schedules of rates in 
order to prevent unjust discrimination 
between individuals or clases of cus¬ 
tomers, to audit the accounts and pre¬ 
scribe a uniformity of systems and 
methods so that the results of different 
utilities will permit of comparison and 
to supervise the issue of stocks and 
bonds. These quasi-judicial functions 
should be exercised by the commission 
over both privately and municipally 
owned utilities, -under legislative au¬ 
thority which does not seek to pre¬ 
scribe the details of regulation, but 
deals more with the fundamental prin¬ 
ciples and conveys the power to take 
all steps necesary to properly protect 
both the public and the investor in the 
matter of service, rates and investment. 
Such regulation can never be secured 
under municipal supervision. The spe¬ 
cific conditions out of which our utility 
problems have grown show when sub¬ 
mitted to analysis that the remedy 
lies only in a consistent and uniform 
policy for the entire state. 

Many Complications 
I have given you an idea of some of 
the many difficulties in the way of 
municipally attempting to regulate 
rates when no complications are pre¬ 
sented. Suppose, however, that the 
company furnishing the utility is also 
supplying a number of other munici¬ 
palities from the same source; then the 
problem becomes really interesting. 
Say, for instance, that the company

tion. A wise policy and the best Inter¬ 
ests of the commonwealth demand that 
we encourage the investment of cap¬ 
ital. We must not forget that these 
great public utility enterprises are in¬ 
variably started by Individuals, from 
a small beginning, with the chance of 
success extremely doubtful; so doubtful 
in fact, that private capital never could 
be induced to undertake such enter¬ 
prises unless there was a chance for 
very large profits. 

Are they not justified, in considera¬ 
tion of the hazard involved, in receiv¬ 
ing large profits? Do you suppose that 
any of the large public utility enter¬ 
prises ever would have been under¬ 
taken in the first instance if the prom¬ 
ised return on the original investment 
was merely the ordinary rate of in¬ 
terest? 

Uniform Square Deal 

We must remember also that the de¬ 
velopment of these great public utility 
enterprises in this State is merely in 
its infancy, and that the possibilities 
of their growth are almost beyond our 
comprehension at this time. We should 
encourage that development by all the 
power we possess, and this can best be 
done by Jetting it be known throughout 
tile land that the cities of California 
want to treat capital fairly, that they 
want to do as they would be done by. I 
However. It is neither just treatment 
nor an economical policy to compel 
public utility companies, as we do. to 
maintain large staffs of legal, engi¬ 
neering. and statistical experts to meet 
tlie constant and varying demands of 


the numerous cities and towns, each 
one having a different idea of what 
constitutes a proper rate of interest 
and a just return on the capital in¬ 
vested. 

Therefore, in view of the fact that it 
is a manifest impossibility for the 
average municipality to fix just rates 
or regulate the conditions of service, 
and that an attempt to do so is a du¬ 
plication of the work which the State 
Commission, with its superior staff of 
experts, stands ready and willing to 
do for nothing; in order that enter¬ 
prise may be encouraged and the de¬ 
velopment of this great State be unre¬ 
tarded, let municipalities surrender 
their power of control over public util¬ 
ities to the State Commission and 
thereby virtually declare to all the 
world that the cities and towns of Cal¬ 
ifornia believe in “fair play” and a 
“square deal.”

Is the engineering staff of the average 
city or town sufficiently equipped and 
otherwise prepared for doing such 
work ? 

Problems Far Reaching 

"The physical conditions of our pub¬ 
lic utilities make local regulation im¬ 
practical. Many utilities, especially 
electric companies, have been wisely 
brought under one management in the 
interest of economy. Especially is this 
true in the western states, where piwer 
is transmitted over long distances from 
a central hydraulic generating station. 
It is not difficult to find instances of as 
many as thirty or even fifty communi¬ 
ties being served by a single company 
from one transmission system, which 
often extends into two or more states 
and through a largo number of cities 
and villages. Obviously every city re¬ 
ceiving service from such a system 
must bo charged with its proper pro¬ 
portion of the value of the system, but 
it Is difficult to understand how a 
score or more of cities, acting inde¬ 
pendently ns they must, could properly 
assign those values to the satisfaction 
of each. On can imagine conditions of 
municipal regulation of such a cor¬ 
poration where in time cities might 
claim a large interest in the transmis¬ 
sion system for purposes of taxation, 
hut deny any such interest when the 
question of rates was in issue. The 
same Condition could arise with respect 
to water companies, which are fre¬ 
quently compelled to go long distances 
to mountain streams or lakes for an 
adequate supply of wholesome water, 
or could disturb the street railway sys¬ 
tem of any large city, which is nearly 
always interurban in character. Not 
many years ago cities sought to regu¬ 
late railroad terminals. Today the er¬ 
ror of such a course is generally un¬ 
derstood and the facts which brought 
about state regulation of intrastaio 
carriers apply with equal force to stnte 
regulation of all public service corpor¬ 
ations." 

One of the strongest arguments tn 
favor of regulation by a state commis¬ 
sion is the fact that such a body is not 
directly Interested in the outcome and 
therefore will not he influenced by local 
prejudice. When a city or town hns a 
dispute with a public utility company 
over rates, the city council is almost 
certain to he influenced by local preju¬ 
dice, and therefore unable to deal just¬ 
ly by the corporation. The fear of in¬ 
curring the displeasure of the people 
will prevent councllmen from consid¬ 
ering the matter impartially. Besides, 
they are directly interested in the out¬ 
come in such a case and would benefit 
personally by a reduction. Can you 
render Justice under such ft system? 
What would you think of a system of 
law which would require one litigant 
to submit Ills cause to his opponent 
for a decision? Is it possible to secure 
n just and fair settlement tn any ease 
when one of the parties to n contro¬ 
versy is also empowered to sit as the 
Judge? 

Investment Fostered 

Another great advantage possessed 
by the railroad commision lies In the 
fact that their decisions are practically 
final. An appeal from any decision ren¬ 
dered by the commission must be tak¬ 
en directly to the Supreme Court, and 
no now matter Is allowed to be Intro¬ 
duced. When the municipality Itself 
handles the matter, however, It must 
with all the heavy expenses Involved 
and the long delays; In actions of this 
kind, several years Invnrlably pass be-, 
fore final Judgment Is received.

Why a Life for a Life? 

If a man burns down his neighbor's 


house is the sheriff sent around to set 


fire to his own house to punish him? 
If a man shoots his neighbor’s right 
arm off does the court order the cul¬ 
prit to suffer the similar removal of his 
own arm? Of course not, but why not? 
Is there not as much reason in de¬ 
manding the destruction of a house for 
a house, or an arm for an arm, as in 
the cry “a life for a life?" With sev¬ 
eral particularly brutal murders fresh 
in the public mind the present may not 
seem an auspicious time for agitating 
abolition of the death penalty. But do 
not deceive yourself into thinking this 
paragraph is inspired by sympathy 
wasted on the culprits. It is rather due 
to a conviction that many of these 
murders are due to a laxity in enforc¬ 
ing the death penalty which it seems 
impossible' to overcome. The death 
penalty has been trlod on the statute 
books and found ineffective. Life im¬ 
prisonment as the txtreme penalty 
would be much more certain of en¬ 
forcement. The law should of course 
make the sentence unchangeable—ex¬ 
cept, perhaps, on a showing of abso¬ 
lute Innocence through new evidence 
presented to the highest court. Such a 
penalty would have greater terrors than 
the death sentence ns at present used. 
Aside from the moral side of social 
murder, capital' punishment is more of 
an economic waste than the destruc- ,
